DEATH OF W. 8S. TWEED 





Mr. W. 8S. Tweed, for the past 
eight years a resident of Upland, 
died at the Soldiers Home at Saw- 
telle at 3 o’clock Sabbath afternoon. 

Mr. Tweed was born in Washing- 
ton county Pa., July 3rd, 1834. In 
his early youth he went with his 
parents to eastern Ohio where he 
spent most of his youth. ‘While 
there he united with the Beach 
Springs Presbyterian church. He was 
an active church member all his 
life. He was a leader and an au- 
thority in music circles in the East. 
He was a member of the Grand 
Army of the Republic from its or- 
ganization. 

In November, 1861, he married Isa- 
bel Campbell. To this union were 
born three children. One of these 
was a son who died in his sixth 
year. His widow and two daugh- 
ters still survive him. His daugh- 
ters are Mary Tweed and Mrs. R. C. 
Stone. 

From eastern Ohio Mr. Tweed mov- 
ed to Iowa and from there to Cali- 
fornia. He has been in failing 
health for several years. About a 
month ago he was taken to the Na- 
tional Hospital at Sawtelle for treat- 
ment. For a while he seemed to 
recover. But a week ago complica- 
tions set in and he passed away on 
Sabbath afternoon, Dec. 14th. The 
members of his immediate family 
and ali his grandchildren were 
present with him at the last.

“RECORDER” MISNOMER 
SAYS JUDGE G.R. CRANE 


WILL LEAD CAMPAIGN TO 
HAVE NAME CHANGED 
TO “JUDGE” 


Present Name Is Cause of Much 
Confusion and Annoyance to 
Both the People and. the Of- 
ficials, Says Judge Crane. 





In a state-wide movement involv- 
ing a changing of the Constitution, 
Judge George R. Crane is heading a 
campaign which Will have as its ob- 
ject the changing of the title of Re- 
corder in cities of the sixth class 


into that of “Judge” or “Justice.” 

From time immemorial it has 
been the source of endless annoy- 
ance to justices of the peace that 
they are officially known as “Re- 
corders.” Misapprehensions are 80 
constant along these lines that it 
frequently means a clogging of the 
judicial machinery while would-be 
real estate owners, searchers of 
records and persons desirous of se- 
curing official data vociferously de- 
mand of a judge those things for 
‘which they should go elsewhere. 

In an interview this morning with 
a representative of the News, Judge 
Crane outlined briefly his ideas for 
a movement in the right direction in 
which, as always: Upland is to take 
the lead. 

“IT am sure such a change would 
be welcomed by my fellow judges 
throughout the state,” said Judge 
Crane. “As quickly as possible I 
propose that all judges of cities of 
the sixth class, and in fact, those of 
any class in which this misnomer 
has béen perpetuated, shall in per- 
son of through correspondence, get 
in touch with one another, involving 
possibly the formation of a central 
organization. It is purely a question 
of molding public opinion, and this 
being accomplished; we can then 
take the matter up with our repre- 
sentatives in Sacramento who will 
without doubt be glad to cooperate 
with us in effecting the change. 


“Some there may be who through 
sentimentality may oppose the move- 
ment. However, it is one which so 
clearly stands out as a matter of ef- 
ficiency, that I cannot conceive any 
great opposition. Conservative as I 
usually am in questions of this ma- 
ture, I am daily made to realize 
with the growth of Upland that to 
secure the best.résults in civic. gov- 
ernment, we ntust go ahead. Old 
associations may have at timgs to be 
‘am, of course, 
proud of my title, yet in the interests 
of the people, here is a slight mat- 
ter easy to adjust;, yet one which 
i add efficiency to our administra-: 
tion. 

“T feel, too, that a state-wide move- 
ment emanating from Upland will 
be advantageous to us all. It ey 
freely admitted in. the northern sec- 
tion of California that we of the 
southern district with our new mu- 
nicipalities and rapid growth can be 
counted on to blaze the new trails in 
municipal administration, and this

Los Angeles county has her eye on 
San Antonio Canyon as an asset and 
is today completing a road from 
Claremont to” Eva Canyon and will 
enter on the Los Angeles county side 
of the canygn. 

Much has been said in Los Ange- 
les papers about the Los Angeles 
county road system connecting with 
Camp Baldy, but as the San Antonio 
Water Company owns all the land 
beyond the toll gate line, Los An- 
geles county will first have to buy a 
right of way of the San Antonio Wa- 
ter Company before Camp Baldy will 
be on her road system. . 

Officials of the San Antonio Wa- 
ter Company have not as yet been 
approached on the subject of either 
a purchase of a right of way nor 
any other proposition. Many Los An- 
geles people object to the toll gate 
as it adds to the cost ‘of a trip into 
the canyon and it is evident that 
some pressure is being brought to 
bear on the powers that be that a 
change of some gort be brought 
about. . 

Just what the San Antonio Water 
Company people would do should Los 
Angeles county offer to keep up the 
road for a right of way is hard to 
prohesy, but evidently the idea is 
one of the important questions of the 
day.

CHANGES IN MOTOR VEHICLE 
LAWS 


Among the amendments made by 
the motor vehicle act at the 1919 
session of the legislature, there was 
included a change in the time of 
renewing licenses. 


Formerly the motor vehicle license 
fee was due and payable on January 
ist, but under the new law, the fee 
does ‘not become due until February 
| ist. It was found advisable to set 
1 the license period ahead one month 
to avoid the congested conditions of 
the mails around the Christmas holl- 
day season, which in the past has 
resulted in delay. 


1 Therefore, motorists will take note 

| that their automobile licenses for 
the year 1920 are due on February 
1 and become delinquent after the 
first of March. 

As the law has been changed in 
some particulars, the motor vehicle 
department will prepare instructions 
which will be mailed to all register- 
ed owners at their last given ad- 
dresses, setting forth in detail the}, 
Manner in’ which the license fees 

| should be filed under the new re- 
quirements. The instructions will be 
sent out between January 1 and 15 
and owners are requested not to file 
their fees until receipt of these in-

now is promised by the Automobile 
Club of Southern California, accord- 
ing to a report issued recently. 

Never before’ in motoring history 
has apparent carelessness been so 
flagrant among automobile . drivers 
as at the present time, say club of- 
ficials, this statement being based 
upon police records and upon testi- 
mony secured from the insurance 
department of the Auto Club. 

That there is no excuse for at 
least nine-tenths of the traffic acci- 
dents is the contention of the of- 
ficials, and three types ‘of motor car 
drivers are singled out as the worst 
offenders. 

These are: the “sight-seeing” mo- 
torist who drives along the _ high- 
ways looking entirely at the scenery 
and gesturing from the car as though 
he were giving arm signals, but 
paying no attention to the business 
of operating Nits car. 

Then there is the driver. who op- 
erates. with his subconscious mind 
only He drives as a matter of 
habit, thoughts soaring far away, 
and then when an emergency arises 
he cannot come back to earth in 
time to avoid an, accident. 

There is also the driver who does 
not provide a “margin of safety.” 
He operates. his car right up to 
the safety limit, and when the man 
in front of him, or behind, makes an 
unexpected’ move there is no mar- 
gin in which to avoid an acccident. 

Of an average of 18,000 motor 
car owners insured in the Automo- 
bile Club, 2966 reported accidents 


rotests|during the last three months. The 


Inter-Insurance Exchange of the or- 
ganization adjusted claims amount- 
ing to $86,033, states the report 
from its maanger, Ralph Reynolds. 

These claims are not made as 
the result of accidents caused by 
club members, according to the tes- 
timony filed, but largely from the 
carelessness of other people. It is 
a recognized fact that the moral 
hazard of insurance in the Automo- 
bile Club is higher than that in 
any other concem, therefore’ the 
testimony of those of the organiza- 
tion having accidents is extremely 
valuable in shqwing the general 
trend of reasons for these accidents. 

The Los Angeles police depart- 


ment - announces that traffic acct- 
dents have increased fifty per cent 
since August, and this is an indi- 
cation of the general increase thru- 
out the southern part of the state, 
say club officers . There were 11,609 
accidents in Los Angeles during the 
last fiscal year and 11,513 the year 
following. That this year will see 
the number almost doubled is the 
prediction of the police department. 

Individual caution’ is the remedy 
suggested, and the club states that 
until motorists overcome their sight- 
seeing proclivities, and put their 
minds on ‘the business of driving 
their cars, these accidents will not 
abate. 

In the meantime, “many arrests for 
traffic violations whether on city 
streets or county highways are 
promised from now on.

DR. DAVID PRESCOTT BARROWS 
APPOINTED , PRESIDENT 
OF U. OF C. 









Dr. David Prescott Barrows has 
been appointed President of the Uni- 
jversity of California. His election 
to the presidency of the State Uni- 
versity was by the .unanimous vote 
of the Board of Regents on Tues- 
day, Dec. 2. 

President Barrows was born in 
Chicago, June 27, 1873. His col- 
lege education was received at Po- 
mona College, followed by a year of 
graduate work at the University of 
California, where he received the de- 
gree of master of arts in 1895. He 
pursued further advanced studies in 
Columbia University, New York, in 
1896, and secured the degree of doc- 
tor of philosophy in anthropology in 
the University of Chicago in 1897. 
He was given the honorary degree 
of doctor of laws in 1918 by the Uni- 
versity of California. 

After three years of teaching ex- 
perience in the southern part of 
California, President Barrows. was 
called to Philippine Islands to as- 
sume the duties of City Superinten- 
dent of School in Manila. He went 
at the request of President Wm. 
Howard Taft, then governor-general 
of the Philippines. He was soon 
made chief of the bureau of the Non- 
Christian Tribes of ‘the Philippine 
Islands, and in 1908 was appointed 
director of education in the Philip- 
pines.
